Name Change 
Bill Advances 


Legislation which changes the 
name of the state college system 
to ‘state university,” and 
authorizes the Board of Trustees 
to select and change the name 
of any institution which it ad- 
ministers, passed its most 
difficult hurdle of the current 
legislative session when it re- 
ceived the approval of the 
Assembly Ways and Means Com- 
mittee last week. 

Presenting the controversial 
bill at the Ways and Means hear- 
ing were Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos of Santa Clara 
county, the bill’s author; and 
Les Cohen, representing the 
Chancellor of the State Colleges. 
Vasconcellos and Cohen ex- 
plained that the bill, which was 
requested by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the State Colleges, would 
not incur state expense and would 
not change the role of the state 
college systetn in relation to the 
University of California. 

Vasconcellos noted that the 
name change would help the 
college system in faculty recrui- 
ting and in obtaining grants, The 
assemblyman added, ‘This bill 
would recognize in name what 
already exists in fact. The fact 
is that many of the institutions 
we call “state colleges’’ per- 
form the functions of ‘‘uni- 
versities,”’ 

Assemblyman Leroy F, 
Greene, of Sacramento county, 
spoke against the bill, pointing 


out (hat the existence of two uni-:

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Chancellor Dumke Urges 
Faculty Salary Increase 


--Favorable legislative action 
on salary increases for some 
9,000 faculty members in the 
California State Colleges was 
Strongly urged today by Chan- 
cellor Glens S Dumke, head of 
the 18-camipus system, 

Dumke said that a survey 
inade in the colleges in mid- 
Mav showed that only 34 per 
cent of full-time faculty positions 
needed to staff the classrooms in 
the fall had been filled, 

He said that of the 2,275 
vacant and new positions only 
775 have been filled on a full- 
time basis. While 550 posi- 
tions are expected to be filled 
by part-time instructors, some 
950 fuli-time positions remain 
unfilled, 

The chancelinr urged approval 
of a faculty selary increase ad 
equate to place the colleges in 
a strong competitive position to 
altract faculty nationwide for the 
first time in a decade, State 
College salary studies have in- 
dicated that an 18.5 per cent 
increase would be required, 

To date the Assembly Ways 
Committee has approved an 8.5 
per cent increase for faculty and

crease for college adminis-

Dumke also pointed out that 
while the recruiting of faculty 
is seriously lagging, student ap- 
plications for admission to the 
colleges are up 29 per cent 
over the same time last year. 
The colleges had anticipated an 
enrollment increase of 17,000 
over the current level of 172,000, 
but e current trend indicates 
that actual enrollment may ex- 
ceed what was expected, 


Dumke said that other colleges 
and universities and private in- 
dustry are “‘simply outbidding”’ 
the Stale Colleges for well- 
trained professors in the national 
market. “For the past several 
years our salary levels have 
practically priced us out of the 
competititve recruitment pic- 
ture,’’ he said. 


The situation is complicated 
by the fact that the California 
State Colleges, the largest 
system of public higher education 
in the nation, needs to hire more 
professors each year to keep pace 
with its enrollment growth than 
does ony other system of 
colleges, 


“The fact that our colleges put 
the heaviest demand on the faculty 
market nationwide coupled with 
the fact that the salaries we can 
offer are less than competitive 
indicate the extent of the problem 
we are facing and the need for 
positive action by the Legis- 
lature,’’ Dumke said,

Committee Kills Bill Making 
Academic Senate Faculties’ 
“Official Spokesmen” 


Legislation which would have 
established the Academic Senate 
of the California State Colleges 
as the official voice of the facul- 
ties has failed to receive the 
approval of the Senate Education 
Committee. 


Senator Clair Burgener ofSan 
Diego county, author of the bill, 
told the committee that the bill 
was intended to provide the facul- 
ties with a single official voice. 
He explained that this was 
necessary because currently 
there arefive independent faculty 
organizations, none of which has 
a majority of the 8,500 state 
college faculty members, and that 
each claims to represent the 
opinions of the faculty tothe stale 
colleges’ trustees and the legis- 
lature. 


Among those who spoke in 
opposition t the measure were 
Les Cohen, of the state colleges’ 
chancellor’s office, who spoke on 
behalf of the colleges; Joseph 
A. McGowan, SSC professor of 
history, who is a member of the 
Statewide Academic Senate; and 
Ross Y. Koen, advocate for the

technology provides new methods 
to better educate, train, and 
inform the citizenry who will 
then be more alert, interested 
and better equipped to participate 
individually and creatively in a 
higher form of democracy and 
develop a iree enterprise system 
freer and more enterprising than 
we have ever known. 

Dr. Ramo challenged the 
students to accept technology’s 
potential. ‘‘We are rapidly ap- 
proaching an economy with a 
GNP of one trillion dollars, per- 
haps two or three trillion in a 
few decades, By the year 2,000, 
which is only 33 years away — 
the spread of years between your 
generation and mine, and the 
same approximately which wiil 
separate you from your suc- 
ceeding generation — you will 
have produced and spent perhaps 
$50 trillion.’’

For New 


Colleges 


Sites for two new state 
colleges, in Ventura and Contra 
Costa counties, have been se- 
lected by the State Colleges’ 
Board of Trustees, following 
more than a year of study. 


Chosen for the Ventura county 
campus was a 425 acre site, 
known as Rancho Las Posas, 
located in the western portion 
of the Somis LasPosas Valley. 
The site is south of Santa Paula 

and east of Oxnard. The cost of 
the acreage is estimated at $3.3 
million. 

A 380 acre site in the rolling, 
pastoral Cowell Ranch area near 
Concord and Walnut Creek, was 
selected for the Contra Costa 
campus. The Newhall Land and 
Farming Company, owners of 
the land, said that they would 
provide 255 acres for $1.53 mil- 
lion and donate an additional 
125 acres without charge. 

Both colleges are expected to 
open in the early 1970's and 
eventually will serve 20,000 stu- 
dents each. 


in March, the board chose the 
Edgewood Hills site near 
Redwood City for a campus in 
San Mateo county. Funds for the 
three sites were included in the 
Proposition 2 bond measure 
which was approved by the state’s 
voters last November.

Rodda Estcblishes 
$1,209 Assistantship 


A $1,200 assistantship for a 
graduate student in government 
at SSC has been established by 
Senator Albert S. Rodda, Emmett

Studies, announced this week, 
The assistantship has been named 
for Professor Eari C. Segrest 
of the SSC government depart- 
ment who died this spring.

Winner of the assistant- 
ship will serve as a research 
assistant in the Senator’s office 
on a part-time basis while at- 
tending graduate classes at Sac- 
ramento State College.
